that dav was malignantly chosen by his 
])r08ecutor iluring the sacred Jewi.sli 
festival just closed. Wolf Charbosch 
was arrested by the rural gendavnies 1 
and dragged ))efore the .ludge. The ! 
latter, assuming liis chair of olli^ e, s:nd t 
that for the alii-ont he had recen-ed : 
frorn the prisoner ho ce.ndeiiiiieil liiiu i 
lo be beaten (or cudgeled.) Tlx .lew | 
was immediately gagged, ids hands 
bound with cords, and he thrown to 
the ground. Thereupon the .Judge's 
coacliiiian sealed liiinsidf niion the 
victim's legs, while a gendarme ^mi 
upon hi-s head. The latter, however, 
now protested that ho would have no 
part in such a punishment. Upon this 
the Judge angrily exclaimed, "1 .am 
the Judge and accept the respoiisibil 
ity," at tho same time sei/Jng a loaded 
carbine, leveled it at the gendainie's 
breast, stiying, "If youde not obey, 1 
will shoot you." The punishment then 
proceeded and it is stated that the 
unfortnnate creature was belabored 
for more than two hours. He was taken 
up, half-dead, and carried to prison, 
wduiio hf) remains spoechUiHs and is 
unable to tako food.

On this continent, iit, least, ono of tlio 
most remarkublo features of tlio iiresunt 
" "day liaa been gigmitic railway construc- 
tion in trtuiRcuiitinuntal lines, which has 
bfcen followed by ounibinnlionK and strug- 
gles amoiig the ownura of these various 
enterpriseii which have not condticed to 
tho iutereslB of the commercial coininu- 
nity, and which at no distant day nmy 
force tho government to take the carry- 
ing trade out of the hands .if yragping 
moiiopoliHtB mid a.ssunio tho chiut^ii of 
railway coniniunicatioii in tho iiUorostH 
of the country at larj^e. Our purpose, 
however, is to show ho.\ easily a giiiantic 
railroad can be constructed when deter- 
mined men set theinsulvoa to do it. 
When the Southern Pacific was built it 
wa.T believed to In- a competitor of the 
Central Pacific. i\"otliuii; 'if the kiiul. 
It waa built by the Central Tacilio, wln^ae 
owners were Governor Stanford, C. P. 
Huntington and Charles Crocker. An a 
blind, the enterprise was placed in tiie 
bands of General CoUon, of San Francis- 
co, a man of considerable ability tvith 
whom they fornieil the "Western l>uvel- 
opment Company, " the credit niobilier 
of tho Southern i'acitie. Culton, liou- 
ever; died .on completion of tlie road, 
' when Crocker changed tho name of tho 
Development and attempted to cut Mrs. 
Coltoii out of her husband's share, tho 
result being a suit, and the publication of 
the confidential lettera of Huntington to 
Colton, throwiiif^ much liyht as to the 
manner in which iiuiaeuso fortunes were 
amassed by the Central Pacific combimx- 
tion. The story of the advent of tiie 
great Capitalists is touching; and inciruct- 
ive. Twenty years ngo C. 1'. Hiiutin;^'- 
ton and Mark Hopkiiih were jiartnor.s ui 
the hardware busmoif.s iji Saoratiiento. 
In the same city Lulnnd .Stanfmu was an 
oil merchant, Charles Crocker was a no- 
ted dry goods dealer, and J. O. Crocker 
was a lawyer of small mcana. In IStil 
these five men, with fifteen or sixteen 
olhurs, formed a cnrporatioii for tho [uir- 
poiB of building the Central Pacific rail- 
road. The united fortune of the incor- 
porators at that time did not amount to 
more than §1'J0,000. They paid u;) the 
legal percentage on their stock aniount- 
ing to §11,000, and after incorporation 
got tho siibaidy bills through corii^pi^ss 
necessary to build the road, but twenty 
miles of tho road had to be built before 
they could touch any money, and they 
got the state government to guarantee 
. their bonds, ujjon which thoy raised 
money enough to build tho first tweiuy 
■miles, after which matters worked 
smoother: and though there was money 
in the enterpri.so thure wore too many to 
share it, so the five men named froze or 
bought' out the other stockholders^ Some 
of thcie, however, who remained in long 
enough tasted the magnificence of the 
Bchetne and realized ten to ono oti their 
inveBttuent. Tho live projectors ne.^.t 
formed the Credit and Finance company, 
which was tho. credit mobilier of the Cen 
tral. Pacific. Then as directors of tho 
I;' Central Pacific they made a contract with 
themselves, as tho Credit and Finance 
company, to build tho Cenlr.d f^acifie 
road, giving tlieiefor .^'iT, 000, 000 gov- 
ernment bonds recoiveil as Bulwidy, is27,- 
000,000 of the c'lmpany's first mortgage 
bonds and about f-H,000',000 of land bonds 
which they issued on tli'-ir la'nl i/rants, 
which of course canm by doi;rijes as tho 
work was done. The above siuii.i, with 
527,000,000 more Iwnds on unsubsidized 
roads, afterwards bought, were paid to 
the credit and finance company for build- 
ing the road, and to prevent trouble 
the stockholders held a meeting and en- 
dorsed tho action of the t'.ve directors and 
endorsed their own action in making a 
contract with themselves. Then out of 
tho surplus made after declaring au 8 per 
cent, dividend these men bwuglit up all 
the other railroads of California, all tho 
river and bay stenniers and all the horse 
car lines in San Francisco, ostablished a 
mail lino to China, biiiU, t.ho SoutliL-m 
Pacific, which tiny stocked and bonded 
for §90,000 per mde, though it did not 
cost more than SiiO.OOl), built [lalaces in 
city, and country coating .^10,000.000, 
and the earnings of their roads last year 
were 825,000,000. Their assets arc stated 
;. at $300,000,000, arising from an original 
invostmont twenty-iwo years ago of -^11,- 
500. Owning the Ciuitral and S'<utliei !'. 
Pacific, thoy have taken what tithes thoy 
chose of the country, and appropriated 
the greatest share of the profits in every 
business started. 

Of the five men 'who originated the 
Central J^acilic, Mark liopkins and .1. G. 
Crocker are dead , The other tiiroo own 
most of tho proceedu of tliat plan formed 
twenty-five years ago. It is said that no 
_ agreement in writing was over made be- 
' tween thoni, and that , in all of this im- 
raonsy business each trusted tho word of 
rho others, although at the present Hun- 
tington and Stanford at least are not on 
friendly terms. Huntington, Crocker 
and Stanford are each about sixty years 
• old, and tho two first are still vigorous 
... men. Stanford is broken in health. The 
leading spirit in all the transactions 
ntmod was C. P. Huntington. Uo is a 
hard, thrifty, close New LCogland busi- 
ness man. Ho starled his buainetB ciroer 
as a peddler. During tho buildinii the 
Central Pacific he was the purchaser of 
materials. His shrewdness is best illus- 
trated by two of bis operations 



in buying materials for the roiul 
and getting them^to the Pacific- coast. 
Iluntington lives in Now York in a splen- 
did palace on Park street. He h.is sliown 
himself a match for Gould and his con- 
temporaries, ho is master of tho situa- 
tion in the soutlnveat. Among his acliiov- 
nients is the connection uf tho gulf with 
Newport News in Virginia, through which 
place be iutouds that the oorumorcu uf 
Europe .ind America shall flow. Loland 
Stanford, the president of tl>e Central 
Pacific, studied law in the officu of Willi- 
am il. Seward. He is a man of bettor 
education, more refined manners and fair- 
er polish than ei,ther Iluntington or 
Crocker. He lives in California and was 
elected governor of the state in 1801. Ue 
baa a fancy for fast horses, and is best 
Known to oasiuni pooiile as tho owner of 
Occident, who trotted a matcli with Gold- 
smith Maid, and as the owner of a stuck 
farm where thoro are at pieaent a few of 
tho fastest young trotters in tho world. 
Charles Crocker, who also lives in Cali- 
fornia, was tho inan who suporintondi-d 
the building uf the road. Ho in ,-i man of 
great onergy, but of very rough and ni?- 
couth manners. His share of tho mjufv 
made is believed to bo less Minn that of 
tho other members of the combniatton .

They had taken tho 
best advice they could, and under that 
advice they felt thpt they had boon prop- 
erly elected, and that they could duly oc- 
cupy and e.xerciso the tunctionii of their 
office. They had therefore continued to 
administer the aQ'airs of tho coinpuny. 
They felt, however, that it was adviasblo 
to have no di.s])ute if it cnuld bu avoided. 
Mr. Hoakier had declined to bo on the 
committee under the altered circuniataii 
ces, and .Mr. (ia.saiui, whi^ had h'lig wish- 
to retire, had ro.si;;nitd . Two vauaiiciua 
had thus been created on the committee. 
Some rather long negotiations had taken 
place with Mr. Donald Smith, the result 
of which had been embodied in the cir- 
cular which had been isaued. Ho con- 
cluded by moving; ti resolution nomina- 
ting Mr. Charlea Ruaaell, Q. C, M. P., 
antl Mr. Donald Smith for election aa 
members of tho cuniinittoe. Mr. iVew- 
man seconded tho motion, and, in reply 
to a (|ue-itioii, .Mr. D. Smith stated that 
at the lii.st uieelin^' lie went fully into the 
reuaona why ha tliiiu[;ht thuru filMuld bo 
aomo chauuo, and the grounda on which 
he thought an inve.sti;;atioii was required 
into tho manaKomcnt ot the e.mipany's 
affairs in North America.

Mr. Bt aven deninrn d to ita withdrawal 
saying it was merely a inuana of shirking 
a vote. He wuuld ask hon. members to 
vote against the withdrawaL 

Hon. Mr. Smithe spoke in favor of the 
withdrawal of tho aniondment. Tho hon. 
member (Mr. jMartin) in moving tljo 
aniondment had taken a cori-ect and pro- 
[ler view of tho question. Wore a vote 
to be taken it would [ilace in a false iioai- 
tioii inonibors who might voto against it 
from a doubt as to its couBtitutionality. 
It would bo liable to bring upon thetn tho 
charge of being in favor of tho Chineae. 
Ilo would sooner bo taunted with having 
v.iiod for an uiiconatitutioii.Al I'neasure 
than be met with the former charge, and 
though he would sooner see tho bill laid 
over if it was pressed to a vote he would 
support it; but in order to prevent mem- 
bers boiiig placed in a false position he 
Would suggest tho moving of tho previous 
(luusiion. 

Mr. Pooley did not infer that by sup- 
porting tho bill it would in any way 
endanger the Chinoso measure ahortly to 
bu brought before tho house. He had 
spoken from a dottht as to the constitu- 
tionality of the bill; but having heard the 
loader of the government he should defer 
to his greater experience and voto for the 
previous question. 

Mr.T. Davio repeated that tho Chineae 
question should bo dealt with aa a whole, 
for should the bill now pass it would bo 
said the measure passed only aftera heated 
debate whereas if on the other hand it was 
defeated tho house would bo laid open to 
the cliargo that they were in favor of Chi- 
neiio, and in oillior case il would bo re- 
proaonted that they wore very divided in 
opinion. 

Mr. Flolgeson said, speaking from many 
yoiira' experience, tho house was becom- 
ing aeriously demoralized. (Laughter.) 
In the good old daya no such atrong 
language had fallen from tho lips of mem- 
bers as had that afternoon. Ho much ro- 
gretle.l tho cxistoiice of such a siite of 
things. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Raybould said the effect of tho pas- 
sago of the bill would be to prevent tho 
miner as well aa the proprietor from em- 
ploying Chinese, f<;r thoy would be uso- 
le,"jH to the minor it iijt .".!lo»'ed to uso 
ponder or ininu cotil. The coal mines 
act reatrictod Chinese from being employed 
in coal mines in any position in whicli 
they might ))luco in jeopardy live;; of 
othi-ra. It waa not iinpoasible that at 
some future df.y tlio Chineae — they had 
plenty uf capital — would conimonce coal 
milling upon thoir own account, and the 
passage of this bill would bo a timely pre- 
ventive to anything of tho kind. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said that one or two ac- 
cidents had certainly happened to Chi- 
neae in Iho mines but an equal number 
hud been caused by white inon. He did 
not wish to pose aa an omployer of China- 
men, he would only be too glad to dis- 
pense with them but if it wore uot for the 
Chinoso, who were employed only in run 
niiig cars and such like, he could not com- 
pete with foreign iniirkots, as tho wages 
given tu white nioii would prohibit the 
Halo of coal al the price that was at pre- 
sent fixed. If Chinoso wero banished from 
the coal mines the coal trade would bo 
paralyzed for at least- five years, or until 
ships coming here with legitimate freight, 
in place uf ballaat, would be enabled to de- 
croaao thoir freight chargoa on tho ship- 
ment of coal. 

Tho house here adjourned until Mon- 
day next at 2 p.m.
